envisioned by the City's salary ordinances; and 

WHEREAS, said agreement is for three (3) years, but 
pursuant to Indiana law, the compensation provided for therein 
must be annually ratified; and 

WHEREAS, this ordinance is necessary to ratify, fix 
and establish such compensation for said employees in the Water 
Maintenance and Service Department represented by the 
International Brotherhood of Firemen and Oilers Local #7 for the 
year 1992. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION" -1. Commencing January 1, 1992, said 
compensation shall be as reflected in Schedule "C" attached 
hereto and made a part hereof. 


SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be in full force and
